FROM CANTON TO HANKOW. 

Our readers are already aware that four gentlemen started 
in the spring of the year from Canton, for au expedition to 
Hankow. ‘From one of these travellers a long letter has been 
addressed to the China Mail, containing a detailed narrative of 
the journey. Their progress up the river has been very 
slow, seldom exceeding twenty or thirty miles a-day. Several 
times their progress has been obstructed by rapids, but 
many objects of interest bave repaid them for {the weariness 
of the voyage. Hamlets and villages are scattered on both 
sides of the river, and the travellers were of course able to 
walk ashore daily without delaying the progress of their very 
slow conveyance, The scenery is described as being strikingly 
varied in character—from the broad tame rice fields to the lofty 
hill, frowning down upon the river from the height of a thou- 
sand fect. In some spots the river runs ina deep and swift 
current between high and rocky mountains; in others groves 
of lofty forest-trees throw their cool shade over the banks, and 
delicious waterfalls create even a deeper sense of freshness 
‘and repose. About a hundred and fifty miles above Canton 
the travellers reached what one of them calls a “ remarkable 
mountain, at least 500 feet high.” Certainly the height is 
not its remarkable feature, but at its base is a large cave 
fitted up asa temple to the Goddess of Mercy, and inhabited 
by Buddhist priests and tame pigeons. Two hundred and 
twenty-eight miles above Canton they came upon the walled 
city of Sheo-ne Chow. It is built on a tongue of land, 
and the east and west branches are joined by a bridge 
of boats. The travellers wolked through several streets, 
“followed by crowds, pushing and rushing to get a 
sight of the white men.” Yet, in spite}of their curiosity, the 
people were civil and obliging; but as these were the first 
foreigners who had ever ventured there in British costume, it 
was natural that some excitement should be caused. by their 
presence. The letter from which we have gathered this in- 
telligence is dated from Lawk Chay-ung, two hundred and sixty- 
eight miles north of Canton. Another of a somewhat later date, 
describes the further voyage to Ping Shek, a distance of about 
sixty miles, The rapids in this part of the river are many and 
dangerous, yet the boatmen shoot down them fearleasly—not 
always scathless, however, for many boats are said to be broken 
to pieces every year upon therocks. The scenery throughout 
this portion of the route is described as very beautiful, and as 
amply repaying all the danger and fatigue that was incurred. 
The average width of the river between Lawk Chay-ung and 
Ping Shek was two hundred feet. ‘This latter town is the most 
northern of any note, in Canton province ofthis route. Only three 
weeks before it was visited by the quaternion of Englishmen it 
had been sacked and burnt by the rebels, who were, however, 
soon driven out by mandarin soldiers. Ee Chag-ung—a town 
beautifully situated—was reached on the Ist of May, and is 
described as quite European in its aspect. The town is walled, 
and not half-a-mile in circumference. The letter closes with 


| the statement that the travellers were about to start in moun- 


tain chairs for Chung Chow, from whence they would take 
boats down the river to the Yang-taze.

PEKING. 

Mr. Brace has suspended the issue of psasports to British 
subjects, a policy that appears to be entirely mistaken. The 
consul can use his discretion in granting them only to proper 
persons, and their appearance throughout the country, and par- 
ticularly in the cities and towns, as provided for by the Treaty, 
would certainly be the readiest and indeed the only way to 
make an impression which we capnot suppose would be unfa- 
vourable. So strictly is the order observed, that the admiral 
did not take his flag-lieutenant up with him when he visited 
Peking with Brigadier Staveley. The Prince Kung received 
them civilly, and listened with great attention to Mr, 'Parkes’s 
narrative of the position and movements of the rebels on the 
Danks of the Yang-taze. 

‘The residence of the British Legation is an enormous place, 
with detached buildings, covering about four acres and a half of 
Qround, It is much out of repair, and necessitates the em- 
ployment of a considerable staff of masons and carpenters to 
make it habitable in summer or winter. The altornations of 
heat and cold are very sudden and great in the capital. At 
the ond of last month the thermometer was 87 in the shade, 
and scarcely six weeks before it was 2 degrees below zero, 
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Reports state vaguely that a rebellion has broken out in 
Mongolia, The non-activity of the Emperor is causing much 
anxiety to his friends, among whom we English are supposed 
im @ manner to be reckoned. 

A full translation of the memorials mentioned in our last 
number, as having been addressed to the Emperor by 
Sangkolinsin and Kia-Ching and others, appears in the North 
China Herald of May 4. These curious and interesting docu- 
ments were discoverad by Mr. M. C. Morrison at Yuen-ming- 
yuen, on the 8th October last. 

On the subject of the late visit to the Great Wall, noticed 
in our last, the China Mail writes :-— 

“« We believe some little curiosity exists as to the proceedings of an officer 
and his interpreter who recently visited Peking, and are alleged to have 
acted somewhat injudiciously. As we have written something on this 
subject, and do not wish to suggest e: notions of the conduct 
‘which our Plenipotentiary ia Peking has tacitly censured, we give the fol- 
lowing details, furnished to us, but not hitherto i @ requiring 
publication. _ It will be sven that the spirit in which the various acts were 
gone about gives them a colouring which they might not otherwise have 

ssessed. The officer commenced his objectionable proceedings by 
violating the 9th Article of the Treaty of Tien-tsin, in going to the Great 
Wall without a rt from the local authorities, or a preliminary Pee 
mission from nglish Consul; he further, the aid of his 
interpreter, insisted on a district magistrate supplying him with a 
hore and cart.” Finally he returued, carrying a brick from the Great 
Wall; and Concluded by going ‘with hee itterpteter, with guos 
over their shoulders, and demanding admission into the Yuen-min-yuen, 
which, however, wer refused. Anciher young officer visited Peking about 
the same time, and walked about the streets with a revolver on. Now, 
each and all of those young gentlemen ought to consider that Her Ma- 
jesty, whose uniform two of them are wearing, did not spend upwards of 
£10,000,000 sterling in order to afford them She power of bullying a 
Chinese magistrate, or riding armed up to the gate of the Summer Palece 
and demanding admission. There was in this something more inconside~ 
rate than in the other acts. Here was one of the spoilers—a non-com- 
batant, it is ttue—come armed with a friend to view the ruin we had made, 
and to chuckle over China’s humiliation as he carried away another brick. 
Our sense of mirth is barely overpowered by that of sorrow, when we 
contemplate the spectacle of the armed horsemen, decreeing themselves a 
triumph, and cantering down Curiosity-street with the brick from the 
Great Wall, which they alternately shared the honour of carrying. 
other circumstances, this procession of the three ‘ bricks ’ must to a cer- 
tainty have provoked our joy; but as matters in the capital stand at 
sent, the whole display was a serious blunder—an ignoble exhibition, 
whose consequences it is easy to foresee in a more deeply-seated 
of foreign insolence on the part of the Chinese in Petes. Doubtless, 
‘Mr. Bruce has asked the Prince of Kung not to judge the English people 
by the behaviour of those two gentlemen ;- but whether the Prince will 
suspend his judgment or not is another question.” 

‘TIEN-TSIN, 

The Peiho is said to be crowded with trading-junks. 
Notwithstanding" the proximity of a rebel army, the greatest. 
activity prevailed in all textile fabrics, 

Tho weather had suddenly become very hot during the day, 
and detachments from each of the Infantry Regiments and the 
Royal Artillery are moved out of the city to the old camping 
ground adjoining the “ Temple of Oceanic Influences,” and put 
under canvass. The prospect of a protracted stay in Chioa is 
very displeasing to the army. The out-of-door amusementa, 
which, in winter, helped to relieve the monotony of their life, 
are not available in the heat of summer, The Brevet has die- 
appointed many and disgusted more. 

The Secretary of the Prussian Embassy has taken an 
“ Hotel” and erected a flag-staff of no ordinary dimensions, in 
anticipation of the arrival of the Minister. 

The reports that reach Tien-tain of the movement of the 
rebels are very contradictory. At one time they are said 
to be in the country north-east of Shantung; at another, 
moving in a  north-westerly direction towards Peking. 
The people seem to be ready to accept any Government which 
would guarantee security to person and property, but know not 
in which quarter to look for it. The Emperor remains at Jehol,, 
and there is now no likelihood of his returning to Peking. 

In this embarrassing state of affairs the departure of the 
allied troops has been postponed, and it is not improbable that. 
the whole, except the 60th Rifles, which regiment is under 
orders to embark, will remain in the North for an indefinite 
period, or at all events, until the country is quiet 
and a government established, The members of the foreign 
embassies live in the capital without any inconvenience but. 
that arising from the natural curiosity of the natives to see 
them, but they are extremely civil, and do not offer any 
molestation, as has been reported. They constantly ride out 
to the surrounding country, which is charming towards the 
west and north ; but Yuen-ming-yuen is tabooed, and is not 
approached within a mile, 
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SHANGHAL 

The North Chine Herald states that Mr. Thomas Taylor 
Meadows has been relieved by Mr. W. H. Medhurst, who has 
assumed the functions of British Consul at Shanghai. Mr. 
Meadows proceeds to the new port of Newebang, in HM.’s 
steamer Sphinx. Mercantile agents are proceeding thither nu- 
merously. - 

An official notification states that an office of Hor Britannic 
Majesty’s Consulate in the district of Tang-chow-Foo is esta- 
blished at Yon-tai (Che-foo) pending reference to His Exccl- 
lency Her Majesty’s Minister at Peking, and that business will 
be there transacted until further notice. 

On the 30th April, thé American expedition sailed up the 
Yang-tsze. It consisted of three vessels, the Hurtford, Dacotah, 
and Saginaw. . * ‘i 

Numerous proclamations have been posted up lately at the 
Magistrate's Ya-men, They are of no interest, however, be- 
yond that which is derived from the insignificance of their 
subject matter. - ier, 

The aunoyanee that foreigners have so continually to ‘submit 
to of being shrieked after with the cry of “Lar-le-loon” is to 
be suppressed officially, at the instigation of a Fresvt 
Officer who has taken the trouble to write about it to the 
magistrate. According to the notice, the people are warned 
that although from the words not being Chineso they may not 
be aware that there is any harm in them, the magistrate is in- 
formed by the French, that it is an offensive epithet signifying 
“filou ” (thief), and commands them to desist from the use 
Yhereof under pain of the bamboo. Our friends, the French, 
geem to take a great deal of trouble about trifles, for it 
would puzzle them to prove the origin of the words to be 
French, and as they have no meaning in Chinese, the use of 
the words seems harmless to either party. It is believed that 
the word originated with the Portuguese. 

The trade of dyeing is no longer permitted to be carried on 
in the city, owing to the pollution of tho city-ditch, from the 
increased number of dyers rendering the waters unserviceable, 
or at least greatly deleterious to the health of the poor, who 
cannot afford to have this necessity brought from far. 

The children in the city are cautioned against hooting and 
spreading false rumours, as disturbances havo arisen from the 
alarm occasioned thereby. 

‘Tho Imperialists have been gaining ground over the insur- 
gents in the province of Honan. Certain of the local officers 
are said to have greatly distinguished themselves. 

Some six weeks ago the celebrated Tsang Kwo-fan, now Go- 
vernor of Ganhwei, greatly distinguished himself in the pursuit 
of an army of Rebels, which ended in the recapture of Sin- 
ning-hien, Six of their camps were burnt by the Imperialists, 
twenty-eight of their leaders being taken prisoners, together 
with 450 of their soldiers, and upwards of 2,000 were killed. 

The Insurgents in Shan-tung appear still to be kept in check 
by the Imperialists, though they succeed from time to time in 
crossing the Imperial Canal, they are usually repulsed on an 
engagement taking place. They appear to have approached to 
8 place, considered to be of great stragetical importance, there 
being but a narrow pass between the hills, the heights of which 
fre oecupied by the Imperialista, There has already been a 
battle fought at Ke-ho-hien, not very distant from this pass, 
but the Insurgents after suffering considerable losses were put 
to flight. 

A battle was lost by the Imperialists in the east of Shan- 
tung provinoe, near King-chow-fu, and severe losses were in- 
flicted on both sides, 

In the province of Kwei-chow the “Meaou-tsze” moun- 
taineers have been committing serious depredations in unison 
with some of the disaffected portion of the population in those 
parts, but have, however, been recently repulsed by the troops. 
In one engagement 3,000 of the country people who had been 
mado prisoners and were being carried off to the mountains, 
‘Were recovered. 

‘The following items on matters at the North are taken from 
the North China Herald :—HMS. Ringdove, Commander Robt. 
G. Craigio, arrived here on the 1st May with the mails from 
Peking, Tien-tsin, and Chefoo, having left the river Peiho on 
the 27th and Chefoo on the 29th ult. The Scout with Vice- 
Admiral Sir James Hope on board, was to leave the latter 
place for Hong Kong on the 29th. The Odin, Vulcan, Slaney, 
and Watchful (gunboat) were also there, with three French 
men-of-war and two transports ; also the merchant vessels Sea 





Witch, Egean, Ida D, Rogers, and Garland. In the Peiho river 
the Alma and Louisa ; outside, off Taku, a Russian gunboat, 
the Sterling, Faust, Wanderer, Duck, and Johanne. The Peiho 
was so crowded with trading junks that the Drake, gunboat, 
coming down with the mails, had to anchor, and an officer: 
brought them out to the Ringdove in a junk. 

At Tien-tsin great activity prevails in business, and prospects 
are highly favourable. The comparative proximity of the Rebels 
has not caused any alarm, although they are reported to be within 
180 miles of that city. It is otherwise at Chefoo, where trade 
had received a check, said to be on that account, but probably 
attributable to large importations of foreign goods. 

It is stated that a great number of letters are lying in tho 
office of the P. & O. Company at Shanghai under protest, and 
that grievous inconvenience is being experienced at that, n--% 
in consequence of the Consul having relinquished “ib, “wes OF 
Postmaster. It is hoped that arrangemn, ‘!! be mado to 
institute a Postal Department ve-- * satisfactory and perma- 
nent footing. 

¥00-CHOW-FOO. 

A comvopondent of the China Mail has furnished an account 
ot the loss of the Japan. She was going out, it appears, with a 
full cargo, and in a few hours became a perfect wreck. In 
going past the Kimpai Point she struck on a rock and filled 
rapidly. Ultimately she ran ashore on the Wedge Rock, where 
she now lies. Only two tier of teas were saved, She was sold 
fora small sum by tho Commander, but since then a naval 
court summoned by the Consulate at the request of those con- 
cerned, came to a decision unfavourable to the legality of the 
sale. The captain, it is supposed, will carry the matter toa 
higher court, 

There is a discussion now going on with reference to the 
correct mode of spelling the name of this port. Foo-Chow-Foo. 
Foo-chow, Fuh-chau, Fuh-chau-fu, Fu-chau, Fuh-choo, Foo- 
choo, Fuh-chou, Foo-tcheou, Fou-tchow, Foo-tchow, Fu-chew, 
Fuh-cheu, and Hoc-sien, are the different varicties of the ortho- 
graphy, and the perplexity is still further increased by some- 
times connecting the two or three syllables with o hyphen, at 
other times commencing with a capital letter, at other times 
with a small letter, or writing the parts closely together. 
Many learned suthorities can be cited in favour of several of 
these modes of spelling the word. “Who shall decide when 
doctors disagree?” We at least see no reason from the argu- 
ments advanced on the subject, to change the orthography w 
have hitherto adopted, ; 
SWATOW. 

The China Mail that reports on the 30th April, a body of 200 
armed men, collected from Swa-boey and Ou-teng, two large 
villages in the immediate neighbourhood of Swatow, marched. 
through the streets into the hong of Messrs, Bradley and Co, 
and plundered and destroyed every article of furniture and 
merchandise, with the exception of a few chests of opium and 
some musters of shirtings—even to the servants’ clothing. 
This was done in open daylight, at three o'clock in the after- 
noon, without the slightest warning or apparent cause—the 
Chinese authorities at Swatow not interfering; and no arrests 
have sincd been made, nor has a guard been granted, or 
assistance rendered by the civil authorities to guard 
against further attack, notwithstanding urgent appli- 
cations on the part of Messrs, Bradley and Co, The 
amount of property oarried off is estimated at about 
$10,000. The inhabitants of these villages are notorious 
scoundrels, and are especially inimical to foreigners, having, as 
we are informed, vowed vengeance against any foreigners who 
should dare to settle at the town of Swatow. Since the above 
was written, we have been told that the blamo rests with Allin, 
Messrs. Bradley and Co.'s comprador, who is said to have, in a 
recent quarrel with the Swa-boey men, fired a volley of grape, 
by which both men and women were killed. We trust the 
matter will be thoroughly sifted, and steps taken to put an end 
to the ever-recurring disturbances at this unfortunate port. 

Reports had been received overland at Swatow of the de- 
struction of the town of Tseau-chew by tho Pearl, and gunboats 
Haughty, Fism, and Cockchafer,—which leads us to qualify our 
late remarks as to the behaviour of the villagers; for we can 
scarcely suppose that an experienced officer like Captain Bor- 
lase would venture. on such a demonstration without good 
reason. However, time will tell.

On the 24th April the first consignment of ice was received 
from the Peiho river. 

It is officially announced that the appointment of Joba 
Heard, Esq., a8 Russian Consul at this port, has been recognised 
pending the receipt of Her Majesty's exequatur. 

A mutiny has occurred amongst some of the crew of the 
Britigh barque Malakhof, in consequence of which the vessel 
put back to Bangkok. It appears that they had entered into 
a conspiracy to murder the captain, the mate, and those of the 
crew who were not to have joined them in the revolt. They 
were accordingly delivered over to the consul, who put seven of 
them chained on board the Anne Reddin, in which vessel they 
have now arrived to be lodged as prisoners in Hong Kong gaol. 
The remainder of the mutineers were to follow in a Dutch 
barque, bound to this port. 

H.M’s steamer Couper was put up to auction on May 2, by 
Messrs, R. M‘Gregor and Co, and bought in for $37,000. The 
highest bid for this vessel was $36,000. 

Chief Justice Adams’ health is so far recovered that he was 
expected to leave Shanghai for Hong Kong on May 3rd. 

J. J. dos Remedios, Esq. has been recognised by H.E. the 
Governor, as Vice-Consul for Portugal at this port, subject to 





the approval of the Home authorities. 

On the news of the death of the Duchess of Kent reaching 
Hong Kong, the flags of the various war vessels and merchant 
ships in the harbour were suspended half-mast high. 

‘The idea of a police patrol to Kowloon has been abandoned. 

Mr, Alcock has left again for Kanagawa, via Shanghai, in 
consequence of the absence of Mr. ‘Moss, at whose suit he was 
to appear at the Supreme Court, As stated in our last, it is 
believed th:t Mr. Alcock would, at the suggestion of the Home 
Government, arrange the claim without going into court. 

Admiral Hope is said to have left the Peiho on the 29th of 
April in Her Majesty's ship Scou, and when the mails left was 
daily expected at this port. On his arrival Admiral Jones is 
to leave for England in the Chesapeake. 

The dismantled hull of the Spartan was sold for $1,300, the 
masts, sails, and other appurtenances, being separate from the 
hull, also brought very low prices. 

The iron ship Fearnought, which lies ashore on Lamma Island, 
was put up to action on May ard by Messrs. Thomas Hunt and 
Co., at their sale rooms. ‘The hull and lower masts sold for 
$1,100. 

‘We noticed in our last the rapid passage of the steamer Ly- 
ee-moon from Hong Kong to Shanghai in 66} hours ; we have 
now to record her return to Hong Kong in 614 hours. The 
whole time between her leaving Hong Kong and returning 
thither (including two days’ stay at Shanghai) was only seven - 
days and a few hours. ‘We are glad to see that the enterprise 
of Messrs, Dent and Co., and the labour and skill of Captain 
Hill, have proved so signally successful, for the Ly-ee-moon 

may assuredly be pronounced the fastest steamer in the world. 

The Amazone has put in for provisions, intending to proceed 
to Amoor River. She experienced fine weather from the Cape, 
and from Anjer light southerly winds between SSE. and 
SS.W. with a light current to the northward, She has been 
twenty-four days from Anjer and 150 days from Hamburg. 
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CANTON, 

On the 23rd April a large instalment of the indemnity was 
paid into the Government Bank at Canton by the Chinese 
Government, in accordance with the terms of the convention 
signed at Peking. 

_ The following additional particulars “of the capture of the 
steamer Mee-Lee are from the Friend of China :—“ Notwith- 
standing a close seareh for several days and nights in that part, 
of the river where. Captain Ricaby and Mr. Coit are believed 
to have gone overboard from the steamer Mee-Lee, the bodies 
have not been recovered; and it is now feared. that, despite 
the rewards of $200 for each or either, offered by Tung 
Akie (the Canton agent principally interested in the ves- 
sels), nothing more will ever be seen of the unfortunate men, 
conclusively deceased. i 

“Meantime, the native magistrates of the districts Poon- 
and Nam-hoi, through which the Pearl river runs, have offend, 
Jointly, $100 for each and several of the parties guilty of 
the crime—Tung Akie offering to add $20 to each $100, so 
making an aggregate of £1,000 sterling for the eight believed 
to be implicated. Besides this, Captain Walcott of the Wil- 
Zamette, and Captain Newton ,of the Pak-wan, will each give 
$100 to aid in the prosecution of any one against wh— 
rounds of criminality may appear, and we have ne voudt but 
many othera wonld readily enntrihnta if money were Tequired 
to obtain punishment of the blood-thirsty demas. 

“There are various hypotheses as tv Une cause of the murders 
the prima facie reason of robbery, being generally rejected. 
In support, however, of the presumption that plunder was the 
sole motive of the desperadoes, the following has transpired : 

—A boat woman, for, as she said, a payment of Ten cash, took 
‘a written communication to the Mee-Lee, now lying off the 
Custom House, in which the writer stated that he was smoking 
opium in a certain divan named when he overheard men con- 
wersing on the subject of taking a steamer ; one of the plotters 
residing at such and such a place. This paper was handed to 
the 1S, Consul, and by him was given to one of the district 
magistrates, who thereupon surrounded the house indicated, 
found in it the man named in the letter, and learnt from him 
that the other persons spoken of as accomplices had left Canton 
about the time that it is likely they would have left if they 
were the actual performers in the bloody deed. But with the 
arrest and subsequent dismissal of the arrested, the matter 
‘stands; the man pleads innocence, and the writing-informer 
remains anonymous. 

“Nothing further has transpired calculated to bring the 
tragedy home to anyone. Suspicion attaching to three Chinese 
boatmen in the service of the Peruvian Consul, they wero 
‘arrested by Mr. 0. H. Perry, and are still in custody on board 
the Ifee-Lee.” 

The Rev. Dr. Legge and his relative the Rev. T. Chalmers, 
Doth of the London Missionary Society, have obtained passports 
and started on a month’s trip to the interior. During Dr. Legge’s 
absence from Hongkong his place at the London Mission is 
filled by Mr, Parkes of the Wesleyan Mission at Canton, who 
for some time past has been closely studying the language at 
Fatshap. 

The Rev. J. H. Gray delivered 9 lecture at the Soldier's In- 
stitute on the 6th May, on Christopher Columbus. In the 
Friend of China, a full report of the lecture is given, It 
-appears to have been listened to with interest. 

Our long.-tried friend, the river steamer JWillamette, has been 
«sold for traffic on the Yang+tze-Kiang, and has left Canton on 
her last trip to Hong Kong. We hardly know how to express 
sin fitting terms a parting compliment to Captain Walcott and 
his officers, of whom it is not sufficient to say that pas- 
sengers always received at their hands the greatest civility 
-and attention.

Mr. St, John, our Consul-General, is requested to carry this 
“chop” of the Sultan to Muke ina British man-of-war, so that, 
it may be clearly explained to the people at large, and ascer- 
tained whether the Sultan’s mandate will beobeyed or not. It 
is doubtful how far our Government may feel authorised in 
acting, but it is believed that oven without our uid Lhe Gorewale 
Government will succeed though not without bloodshed, in bring 
ing Muka to order.

CHINA—EXPORTS.

* RUSSIA. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Sr. PererspurG, June 15. 

mr ech Nordmann, son of Professor Nordmann, of this 
havteiei: (ara an wet yned from a three years’ scientific ex- 
pedition to the Far Eastiu--.\. bo turned his attention more 
particularly to the zo. logy and ethiogiene of tho regions he 
visited. After spending some months in Chiu, 4. proceeded 
to De Castries Bay, wintering at Nicolayefek. In the suuuuce 
of 1859 he ascended the Amoor as far as Blagowessensk, a 
distance of 1,800 wersts, or 1,200 miles, then returning to 
Kasakowitch, at the mouth of the Ussuri. In the month of 
August he went up that river in a little skiff in company with 
the Botanist Maximowitsch to the confluence of the Em, a 
distance of 300 wersts, returning to Nicolayefsk for the winter, 
During his wanderings he had abundant opportunities of study- 
ing the different tribes inhabiting the Amoor district, whom he 
pronounces to belong mostly to the Mongolian and Tunguse 
‘races. To the north of the Peninsula of Korea he found a few 
fugitive Chinese, and some banished from their native country 
for misdemeanours, who derive a precarious livelihood from 
gardening. The sparsely distributed villages lying between De 
Castries Bay and Victoria Bay are inhabited by people of the 
Orotschi race, who live by the primitive pursuits of hunting 
and fishing. The Island of Sachalin, from the southern froptier 
to the 50th degree north latitude, is peopled with Giljacs, who 
inhabit several large villages, whilst the interior is in posses- 
‘sion of namadic tribes of Aintzys and Tunguse. The Giljacs, 
Orotschis, Goldes, Samayrers,and Neydas move about in nartas, 
a kind of sledge drawn by dogs.. The Goldes have also horscs, 
and the nomadic Tunguse possess a good many reindeer. All 
these races, except the Mandschurians, belong to the Bhuddist. 
religion, and belicve in sorcery and witchcraft, holding, for the 
most part,some animal as sacred; thus the Giljacs worship 
the bear, and the Goldes the tiger. Mr. Nordmann has sent 
his valuable collections to this country round by sea, whilst he 
himself returned overland, having travelled from Irkutzk to 
St. Petersburgh, a distance of 6,000 wersts (4,000 miles), in 
nineteen days, 

The Emperor and family have been paying their usual annual 
visit to Moscow, during which the lately emancipated serfs on 
several of the neighbouring estates sent a deputation to His 
Majesty to express their gratitude, and offer him as a symbol 
of their homage, according to the custom of the country, a plate 
of bread and salt. A scptuagenarian named Stephen Kusmin 
Sacharoff, who has performed the functions of starost on the 
estates of the Countess Chreptowitsch for more than thirty 
years, and is in possession of an honorary caftan as a distin- 
guishing mark of good conduct, presented the simple offering 
on a silver plate, inscribed “To the Emperor-Emancipator 
Alexander II. from the peasants of Moscow and its neighbour- 
hood, in grateful commemoration of the 19th of February, 
1861.” The Czar was pleased to receive the humble gift with 
his usual urbanity and good feeling, and gave orders to have it 
consecrated by the Archbishop of Moscow, and preserved in 
the museum of that city. 





HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmsterDAM, June 23. 
The Staats Courant contains the following official notification 
on the subject of privateering :— 
“The Minister for Foreign Affairs and the Minister of Justice, duly 
authorised and empowered by the King, hereby warn all natives of this 





i in from taking any share or interest in any privateer 
Kingdom present difficulties it the United. States of North: America, 
forssteuch as the Netherlands Government has given its adhesion to the 
stipulations agreed on by the Congress of Paris in 1856, by which all 
privateeri ibolished, and. therefore, no such acts can be acknowledged 
Or confirmed ; on the contrary, all commissions issued and letters of marque 
and reprisal granted to Netherlands subjects are strictly illegal, and, 
therefore, this warning is given them that by doing so they render them- 
selves liable to be tried for such offences, and, if praved guilty, will be 

unished with the utmost severity of .he laws. The above-mentioned 

inisters further give notice that during the hostilitiesin North America 
no privateers, either. with or without prizes, will. be admitted into any 
harbour, port, or roadstead belonging to this kingdom, except only in 
case of accident at sea or driven in by stress of weather, the needful 
orders having been given to all the different local authorities to act ac- 
cordingly and to warn off all privateers as may attempt to enter, even by 
the employment of force if necessary.” 

The agitation mentioned in my last in favour of a revision 
of the postal arrangements and the introduction of the peany 
postage system is still going on throughout the country, and 
great indignation is expressed against the Upper Chamber of 
tho States General, which with singular inconsistency lately 
voted a hundred millions of florins for the construction of rail- 
roads of very doubtful importance, and now throws out a de- 
cidedly useful measure, on the ground that there may be a 
falling off of 400,000 florins in the revenue during the firet year in 
consequence of the reduction, whilst the experience of all other 
countries where a uniform rate of postage has been introduced 
goes to prove that any temporary loss to the revenue is more 
then compensated in a very few years by increased receipts. 
Tho ¥ust Chamber, which adjourned after its late lamentable 
act of disappointing the hopes and wishes of the country, is 
again convoked for the 25th inst. 

Government has now received official accounts of the great 
extent of the late misfortunes in Netherlands India, which are 
even more serious than was anticipated. According to these 
despatches it appears that no less than 1,558 lives were lost, 
364 towns and villages with an aggregate of 17,800 houses 
destroyed, and ten villages so completely swept away that not 
the slightest traces of their former existence or locality can be 
discovered. In addition to all this, the total loss of rice and 
indigo crops and damage done to coffee plantations ure very 
serious, though the amount cannot be reduced to figures, 

Rear-Admiral Vogelpoot, the naval Conmander-in-Chief of 
the forces in Netherlands India, has, at his own request, been 
relieved of his command, and will be succeeded by Rear-Ad- 
miral May, hitherto naval aide-de-camp to H.R.H. Prince 
Henry of the Netherlands. 

Mr. J. A. Philipse, the President of the First Chamber of 
the States General, had a narrow escape last week whilst taking 
a drive in an open carriage, when the horses took fright and 
became unmanageable close to the Toll-bridge near the Hague. 
Aware of the imminent danger he was in, Mr. Philipse jumped 
out just in time, and escaped with only the fright, but his 
coachman was dragged into the canal, into which the horses 
rushed with the vehicle, but was fortunately saved by the toll- 
keeper, as were subsequently the horses, but the carriage itself 
was shivered to pieces. 

The King has appointed four cadets of the Military Academy 
and seventy-eight non-commissioned officers of different regi- 
ments on home service, who have passed the necessary exami- 
nation, to sub-licutenancics in the East’ India army. 


H.N.M. steam corvette De Veckt, Lieutenant-Commander 
Moddermann, hence to Batavia, arrived on the 16th of May in 
the Roads of Santa Cruz (Teneriffe), and after taking in pro- 
visions, water, fruit, wine, and coals, proceeded to her destina- 
tion. All well on board. 

‘Ihe Dutch squadron fitting out for the protection of the 
national interests in North America will consist of the steam 
frigate Zeeland, Captain G. Fabius, the steam corvette Vesuvins, 
Licutenant-Commander J. 0. Arntzenius, fitting out at Hel- 
voetsluys, the steamer Djambi, the Apeldoorn, Licutenant-Com- 
mander Hugenholtz, the sailing schooner Atalante, now at 
Curagao, and the steam corvette Cornelis Dirks, also on that 
station, which is the point of rendezvous in the first instance, 
The first-class steamers Leeuwarden and Curacao, and the 
fourth-class steamers Briel and Aart van Nees, all building in 
the Royal Navy-yard at Vliessingen, are ordered to be ac- 
celerated and launched as soon as possible. In naval circles it 
is rumoured they are intended to reinforce the squadron in the 
North American waters. The two first were laid down last 
year, and the two latter early this spring. The A 
having made her trial trip at Nieuwe Doep with complete 
success—as the official report states, “having attained the 
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great speed of seven and a-half knots under steam alone "— 
she was swung for the adjustment of her compasses, and 
steamed out of that port on the 10th inst. for her destination 
(Curacao), exchanging salutes with the batteries. The squadron 
is placed under the command of Captain Fabius, who will hoist 
his broad pennant as Commodore on board the steam frigate 
Zeeland. 

A handsome memorial, consisting of a silver inkstand with 
suitable emblems and inscription, was presented last week to 
Mr. J. Munnich, formerly member of the College of Boedel- 
meesters at Batavia, and now Director of the Society of Arts 
and Sciences, recently arrived in this country from Java, The 
memorial was presented by a deputation in the name of the 
Society for the Advancement of General Knowledge at Batavia, 

Government has received advices stating that at the sale of 
400,000 Ibs. of old copper money put out of circulation, held 
at Sourabaya on the 15th of April, the whole quantity was sold 
at 69 florins per picol.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 

We are in a position to answer Mr, Grifiith’s question, to which a reply 
was promised by Lord Joha Russell, but was not fortheoming. — It jar: 
fectly true that © accounts have been received” by ourselvo~ #110 by the 
Forein-office, “that M. Lesteps has induced #l- viceroy of Egypt to 
employ large numbers of natives by fore<# fabour in the construction of 
the Suez Canal.” No one at «ff acquainted with the history of the great 
public works of Egyps tailed to see it must comc to this at last. Our 
correspondent epeaks of “ men brought up in gangs from their villages and 
mado vver to the agents of the company,” this at the very season when 
their crops are ripening, and the task of uniting the Red Sea to the Me- 
diterranean was so uncongenial to them that “a number of men contrived to 
escape from the train, but were in a few days recaptured and sent back to 
their taskmasters.” Whether this system of impressment can be carried 
on longenough, or relentlessly enough, to keep down the accumulations 
of sand in Lake Menzaleh, and to defeat the inveterate tendency of the 
Isthmus of Suez to widen itself, remains to be proved. What is certain 
is, that the scheme is being pusbed unscrupulously and puffed unblushingly, 
and that the tactics foreseen at the outset, and against which we have so 
often warned our readers, are now being ‘actively practised, The results 
actually achieved may be learnt from M. Lesseps’ own report “ sur Petat 
actuel des travaur PIsthme.” They consist in the erection of a 
wooden jetty and tramways at Port Said, as well as of workshops and 
dwelling-hcuses for the workmen, in the introduction of dredging machines 
and other apparatus, in the construction of a small aqueduct, and a system 
of earthenware pipes for the supply of fresh water. Onc-sixth of the total 
estimated expense of the undertaking hasalready been laid out, before any 
one of the physical obstacles has been encountered that led Robert Ste- 
[eougiat to pronounce the scheme not absolutely impracticable (as has 

n insinuated), but ruinous as an investment. “There is one point upon 
which Mr. Griffith touches that has been the subject of much misrepresen- 
tation. We have been taken to task pretty roundly for discouraging a 
scheme of universal beneficence on grounds of self-interest, and it was 
tacitly assumed at the late meeting at Paris that what terrifies us is the pro- 
bable success of the Lrairacey, oe There cannot be a greater mistake. It 
was, perbaps, natural that when the Mediterranean was openly talked of asa 
French lake, and Bonaparte avowed his intention of making Egypt a pro- 
vince of France and a basis of operations against our Indian Empire, a cor- 








responding spirit should be developed in this country, and the duty of 
forestalling the designs of France and demanding guarantees for our right 
of way to the East should be urged somewhat boldly, ‘These vague ideas 


rs out of which they arose, and the 
orsiend ute, sorted to us by treaties, and mane Jess valuable to us 
for military purposes than for those of peaceful communication, is our 
only privilege, in Egypt. If acanal were opened, it would be closed by 
convention, if not by nature, against ships of war of all nations, and nothing 
but a system of differential tolls, or some other violation of Egyptian neu- 
trality in favour of France, could prevent onr reaping the chief advantage 
of it. It is not, therefore, the success of the enterprise that we have to 
dread. If this were all, we should be well content to leave it as an engi- 
neer’s question, and, reserving our own opinion, to accept the decision of 
the majority. At all events, we should be careful to conceal an opinion 
a0 likely to kindle the jealousy of our rivals, and Lord Palmerston would 
have been the last man to commit the indiscretion attributed to him by 
‘Mr. Griffith, What, then, is the real peril apprehended by English 
statesmen and studiously kept in the back ground by the corps of 
diplomates et ingénieurs of which Lesseps is the head? It 
is simply that under cover of this canal, whether it be destined 
to succeed or to fail, France may be tempted to aggrandise herself 
in Egypt at the expense of the Pasha’s purse and the Sultan's sovereignty, 
and to the detriment of those European interests involved in keeping 
the “ Gates of the East” in the hands of a permanently neutral Power. 
We do not wish the ian Government to be put under such obligations 
to an ambitious ally that it cannot extricate itself without making impro- 
Per concessions to its creditor. We do not wish Egypt to be treat by 
France as the Jews were by the Christian Princes of the Middle Ages, till 
it is so impoverished by the process that the company, which already holds 
a large tract of land, or some more poserful body claiming to represent it, 
may assume the attitude of a mortgagee in possession. We do not wish 
a dependency of the Porte to become the focus of French intrigue and the 
tool of French dictation, These and like dangers, be it observed, are 
attached, not to the completion 0: the enterprise, but to its commencement 
and prosecution ; they are not future, but present. The attitude of Eng- 
land in this matter is to that of a Parliamentary Opposition. 
The project bas been undertaken contrary to the advice of our engineers 
and in almost ostentatious hostility to our interests, and the position of

from the age of St. Louis. We know what the temptation is, for we 
resisted it after the expulsion of the French, as we resisted the Em- 
poror Nicholas’s overtures to Sir Hamilton Seymour, and we suspect 
‘hore are some schemers at Paris who think us fools for our pains. 
‘These y~lomen belong to a party that has scarcely cared to conceal

HOUSE OF LORDS. 
PARSEE APPOINTMENTS TO TRE MEDICAL SERVICE. 

(21.) Lord Mowreacis presented a petition from certain British 
subjects, natives of India, cemplaining:of their exclusion from the compe- 
titive examination for appointments to office. He called the attention of 
the House to various Acts of Parliament and to the Royal Proclamation 
to the natives of India, admitting the eligibility of the natives to hold offices 
the duties of which they were qualified to perform. In spite of these en- 
actments, he said ceitain Parsee gentlemen who had studied medicine in 
this country had not been admitted to the competition for the appointments 
of the Army Medical Department. He only claimed for them what he 
believed to be their right, and contended that the law ought not to be per- 
verted by official prerogative.—Lord Heaprat admitted the high cha- 
acter and acquirements of these gentlemen, but could not admit their 
‘claim to be appointed as surgeons to our line regiments in any part of the 
world. He stated that he had referred the matter to Dr. Gibson, Di- 
rector-General of the Army Medical Department; Sir John Liddell, 
Director-General of the Naval Medical Department: and Bir R. Martin, 
a gentleman of great experience in India, who confirmed him in his opin- 
ion that these gentlemen were physically. disqualified for the situations to 
which they aspired.—Lord ELtensonoucu bore the highest testimony 
to the qualifications of the native doctors, preferring them, if in India, to 
those of Europeans. He did not see any. reason why native medical offi- 
‘cers chould not be employed under the general direction of Ei as 
they would fairly meet the wants of the service. After a few remarks 
from Lord Canaicarbs and Lord De Gary and Kiron, the petition 
vas ordered to lie on the table. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


BAST INDIA COCNCIL, &C. BILL. 

((18th.) On the order for the second reading of this Bill, Mr. VansiT- 
“rant said he did not see why the revenues of India should be saddled with 
the expense of three separate councils. He objected to the multiplication 
‘of local boards or couucils, of which there were too many already.—Mr, 
Layarp looked at the Bill with much favour. In two respects, he 

thought, it would do good to India; it would make our Government 
more respected, and give an opportunity for the employment of natives in 
the way he wished to see them employed. , He approved local councils, 
which, among other advantages, he said, would prepare the way for sepa- 
rate Governments; and he strongly urged the policy of allowing natives a 
voice in the legislation, instead of their being, as at present, ignored. —M 
(Ayaton condemned the whole scheme of the Bill, and recommended 
C. Wood to frame another more consonant with the simplicity of Asiatic 
ideas, undoing all the errors of the past—Other members spoke and 
raised objections to the Bill, to which Sir C, Woon briefly replied. The 
Bill was then read a second time.- (20ih.) The several clauses in this 
Bill were discussed in Committce and agreed to. 
EAST INDIA (CIVIL @§R¥ICE) BILL. 

(13th.)_ On the second reading of this Bil, Mr. Vanerrrant objected 

that the effect of the Bill would be to do away with the competitive 5} 
‘of examination for the Indian Civil Service,'and that it would give rise to 
a considerable amount of jobbing. He’eited the opinion of Lord Macau- 
lay in favour of continuing the service as a ctose service, confined to cove- 
nanted servants. ‘The measure, ht said, wodtd be as unpopular emong the 
natives generally as in the Civil Service.—Mr. LippEtt edwitted that 
the Bill might prove a death-blow to the present system of the Civil 





















Service, and that it placed in the hands of the Secretary of State = vast 
amount of patronage. He was, however, of opinion that there were con- 
diderations which outweighed these objections, and, on the other hand, he 
suggested powerful recommendations of this modification of the system, 
ebieh. would srengien Ot rule in Indis.—Mr. Layarp 
of principle of admitting natives to a participation in the 
public service, but admitted there were many obstacles to their 
preparations for the duties of the service.—Lord Srantey 
sak neral feeling of the House appeared to be that the prin- 
ciple of the Bill was sound, but that the details required careful super- 
vision, He thought that wo securities, that of limiting the admission to 
the civil service to persons who bad been seven years in India, and the 
acquisition of languages, would be found efficacious. These, with the 
confirmation of the Secretary of State of any appointment by the Gover- 
nor-General, and also by the Crown, would, operate as checks on undue 
exercise of patronage and jobbery.—The debate was continued by several 
members, after which Sir J. ELrHivstone moved an edjourament.— 
This was negatived, and the Bill was read a second time, 











INDIAN PRIZE MONEY. 
(18th.) Sir H. Verney asked the Secretary of State for India whether 
interest was paid by the Calcutta Treasury on the prize money peid into 
it; whether any interest was paid on jewels and other booty before it was 
realised; and whether, in future, when booty was takeo in india, which it 
‘was anticipated would be prize, officers in command of corps were to send 
in at once the nominal roll, without waiting for the Royal warrant declan 
ig such booty to be prize.—Sir C. Woop said that interest was paid on 
prize money in the Treasury at Calcutta at the rate of 5 per cant No - 
interest was paid on jewels or property not in the state of money. He 
could not say when the payment of interest on the money would cease, or 
whether interest would be paid on jewels, &c., when realised. No notice 
had been given of those questions, and it was impossible for him te 
answer id detail questions of this kind without the opportunity of inform- 
ing himself. With regard to the preparation of prize rolls, officers in 
India had been desired as regeided, the present prize to prepare them some 
time ago, and directions had been given that for the future prize ‘rolls 
should be made out without waiting for the declaration of prize. 


THE SHIP “ CAMILLA.” 


(18h.) Mr. Wyu asked the Secretary to the Admiralty whether any 
inquiries were made ing the wreck of Her Majesty's ship 
Camilla (Commander Colville), in the Japanese waters, in ber, 
1860, and the result of the inquiries.—Lord C. Pacer said that three 
reports bad been received at the Admiralty from Admiral Hope, which 
left no sort of doubt as to the fate of the Camilla, What placed the fate 
ofthe Camilla beyond a doubt was the fact that she went on a coasting 
cruise towards Yedo, and that when doubts were raised as to her fate, one 
of the steamers of the Indian Government was in search of 
her, The whole of the coast and creeks in the direction of which she was 
supposed to have gone were carefully examined, both by the steamer and by 
boats which were sent by the native princes, but no remmants of the unfor= 
tunate vessel were found. ‘There was a report that one of her masts had 
been discovered, but it tamed out that it belonged not to » man-of-war, 











but toe merchant vessel. The ise repore of Admiral Hope confirmed 
the opinion that she had been lost, and that view was stre1 ed by fra 
in 


fact that a foreign man-of-war, which must have been 
neighbourhood of the Camilla, and was exposed to the dreadful typhoon 
which raged along the coast, was also lost about the same time. 


GRANT'S COOKING APPARATUS. 


(20th. ) Gen. Bucxiey said that the Adelaide took out to China, 
by order of the Secretary of State for War, Captain "s cooking appa- 
ratus sufficient for 5,000 men, in order to (est its efficiency for troops int 
the field, but the waggons were never landed, though three written appli- 
cations were made by Captain Milward, who had the chi of them. He 
asked the Under-Secretary for War whether the Adelaide did not take 
the apparatus to Hong Kong, and whether they were in use there now.— 
Mr. ‘T. G. BARING said that Sir Hope Grant had informed him that he 
did not think it necessary to land the apparatus referred to, He could not 
say whether they were at present in operation. 


_ RED SEA TELEGRAPH. 


(2st) Captain Jervis asked the Chancellor of the Exchequer whether 
it was not advisable that the question of the Red Sea Telegraph should be 
referred to a select committee, in order to inquire whether it might not be 
worth while endeavouring to render it a le ?—The CHANCELLOR of 
the Excneqven considered that -to appoint such @ committee would be 
to devolve on a portion of the House of Commons duties which belonged 
to the Executive Government, by whom they could, on the whole, be best 
discharged. ‘Therefore he did not think a Teference to a select committce 
would be the best plan of dealing prospectively with the mbject. As to 
the financial part of the question, the Goverament had now under con- 
sideration a mode of arrangement with the persons who at present formed 
the company in charge of the telegraph ; and he hoped they would soon 
be able to adopt some measure on the subject. It did not appear that 
there would be any advantage in the present company retaining the tele- - 
graph. The Board of Trade were preparing a report as to what measures 
Should be taken for making a thorough examination of the different parts 
of the cable on the spot.

Proportion of the deficit in the subsidy alluded to. 

4th. That your memorialists further desire to remind your Lordships 
that China and tbe Far East will not be the only sufferers by the discon- 
tinuance of this mail, but that the withdrawal of the subsidy will dis- 
-organise the mail service between those countries and Australia, as accord- 
ing to the contract the mail steamer for Australia starts from Galle on the 
-2Ist of each month, and the second mail steamer from Singapore, China, 
&c., arrives at Galle on the 16th, while the mails from Australia are due

‘That though several other weighty arguments in proof of the 
sgreat value of our trade with the Far East, and the revenue it produces, 
aight well be urged by your memorialists in support of their views as to 
the necessity of continuing the mails as heretofore, they would briefly 

-ask your Lordships to accept the subjoined signatures as evidence of the 
fact of such bi-monthly mail being indispensable for the proper conduct of 
the vast and increasing trade with the Far East. 

‘And your memorialists will ever pray.

COMMERCE WITH WESTERN CHINA. 

‘We are accustomed to say that the late treaty with China 
has thrown open the whole Empire to British enterprise and 
trade. That mighty river the Yang-tse, to the lower part of 
which we have access, is, we think, to form the medium for such 
& commerce as the world hasnot yet seen.. We feel like con- 
querors surveying a vast territory which has been won by their 
arms, and with the expectation of conquerors we long to gather 
in some of the golden spoil with which the country abounds. 
All this is natural enough. It would be difficult to estimate 
at too high a valuo the prospective advantages afforded us by 
the late treaty. We regard it, indeed, as the dawn of a bright 
day, not for Great Britain alone, but also for China itself. But 
it is only the dawn, and these faint streaks of light upon the 
Eastern sky will merely deceive us if we regard them as any- 
thing more than harbingers of the future. Western China 
with its five inland provinces, containing an intelligent, indus- 
trious population of more than 100,000,000, is as yet unknown 
to the merchant, and it is from travellers alone that we have 
received such knowledge as we possess of its productions and 
capabilities. Our readers will remember that some months ago 
we referred to an important project of Captain Sprre's for 
bringing this territory within the range of British commerce ; 
that gentleman, in conjunction with his sons, has expended 
tauch labour and money on the praiseworthy object of making 
us fully acquainted with the western portion of the Empire, 
In the month of December last Captain Spryg read a valuable 
Paper on Western China before the President and Members of 
the Royal Geographical Society. To that paper we briefly re- 
ferred at the time, intending on its publication in the Journal 
Of the society to take it up more fully. The length, however, 
of the document has prevented the publication of more than a 
very brief and imperfect abstract. We have, therefore, applied 
to Captain Sprye for a perusal of the manuscript, and that 
Bentleman has kindly granted us permission to make what use 
of it we please. 

The paper is replete with interest ; it is a concentration of 
valuable factsona very novel topic, andit will be necessary to recur 
to it again and again in order to do it full justice. In the present 
article we can only find space to record the general impression 
Jeft upon our mind by a careful perusal of the document. In 
the map prepared by Captain Spry to illustrate his project a 
line is drawn through China in the one hundred and eleventh 
degree of longitude, which divides as fairly as may be the East- 
ern and Western halves of the empire. This Western portion 
has, as we before said, been hitherto untouched by us, and 
some careless or prejudiced writers have declared that it is alto- 
gether unworthy of our attention. To this baseless assertion 
Captain Sprve replies by a mass of evidence which is as wonder- 
ful as it is convincing. He proves that the five provinces 
which comprise Western China proper, namely, Yunnan, Kwei- 
chew, Syechuev, Chensi, and Kansu, and occupy the same lati- 
tudes as from Canton to Peking, not only abound with the 
raw materials, which are of most service to us, but that the 
People are so actively engaged in commerce and 50 fully alive 
to its value that nothing remains for us but to open a way to it 
from Pegue, in order to create a new field of commerce to 
British enteprise, We say a new field, because it has been 
more than once affirmed that Captain Sprye’s design would 

















draw off the trade from Singapore and from the eastern 
ports. No one who reads the document before us can enter- 
tain this suspicion fora moment. There can be no clashing 
of interests here, and on the broad principle that trade begets 
trade, we believe that the more intercourse we can open with 
‘Western China, the more wo shall have with the eastern sea- 
board of the country. On another occasion we shall show why 
we deem it so important to trade with Western China, and, in 
doing this, shall state with some minuteness the productions of 
that portion of the empire. At present we can but describe 
very briefly the means we have of gaining access to it. 

By the acquisition of Pegu and Martaban, England has ex- 
tended her frontier to within about 250 miles of Esmok. This 
space is in the occupation of two Burman Shan princes, the 
Tswabwua of Kiang-tung, and the Tscawibua of Kiang-Hung, 
both of whom have expressed their desire for the establish- 
ment of a route between British territory and China across 
their States and through their capitals, From Rangoon to the 
frontier of Burmah is 250 miles, There Captain Spryz pro- 
poses to establish a commercial emporium, which would be 
within reach of the Chinese traders and caravaus which already 
travel from Esmok to the Burmau and Siamese Shan towns of 
Moni, Mokmai, Mobye, Zimmai, &. From thence he 
would eventually carry on a tram or railroad to Kiang- 
Hung, where already Chinese merchants aro engaged in 
traffic with the Laos States and the Shan States of 
Siam and Burmah. To this point the Chinese may be 
safely trusted to bring their merchandise if a wider market. 
were opened for them; and as these provinces abound with 
noble rivers and vast inland lakes and every facility for transit, 
we should attract to the spot the rich treasures of Yu-nan and 
Se-chuen, and at the same time gain that substantial footing in 
the country which at the present moment it is especially im- 
portant to hold, since France, by the occupation of Saigon, has 
secured the command of the mouths of the Cambogia, and may 
herself easily advance to Esmok by the navigation of that noble 
river. It will be seer, however, by a reference to the map, 
that the possession of Pegue gives us an advantage over our 
neighbours, which it would be a grievous folly to forego. 
Gladly would we touch, did space permit, on several other 
topics mooted by Captain Srryg, and especially on his pro- 
posed land telegraphic commuzication with China vid Esmok. 
At present, however, we can only say that, while dissenting from 
some of the observations thrown out in the document, we 
agree entirely with the aim of the writer, and think that his 
statements deserve the deep consideration not onl of mer- 
chants, but of statesmen. 





THE ISLAND OF BANKA. 

‘Tue Island of Banka, called by the natives China Batta, and 
formerly known by the name of York's Island, might, from its 
size, situation, climate, and productiveness, easily support 8 
million of inhabitants instead of the fifty thousand by whom it. 
is at present populated. Favourably situated on a great mari- 
time high road, the importance of the position is becoming 
every year more known and better appreciated, and since the 
establishment of regular steam communication between Java 
and Singapore in connection with the bi-monthly Overland Mail 
to and from Europe, it has become one of the principal stations 
of the Indian Archipelago, The island with its dependencies, 
Billiton and Lepar, contains an area of 7,500 English square 
miles, by far the greater part of which is uncultivated, though. 
with a very little attention and labour it might be made to- 
produce all the fruits, vegetables, and other commodities which 
grow in a tropical clime. 

Granite is the predominant formation, which besides contain- 
ing some large veins of auriferous quartz, is more particularly 
rich in tin ore, so that during the last ten years the annual 
quantity of this article obtained averages 70,000 piculs, or nearly 
5,000 tons. In the absence of all scientific mining operations 
the ore is obtained by simply digging it out of the rich alluvia, 
soil, in which it is embedded at a trifling depth from the sur- 
face, whilst the process of sinking shafts and blasting it from the 
solid rock is alike unknown and unsuited to the lazy habits of 
the workmen, who, in this instance, are exclusively Chinese. 

The severe prohibitive system and love of monepolies, in 
which the Dutch so much delight in the administration of all 
their fertile and valuable colonial possessions, presses with a 
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heavy hand on this beautiful island, crippling alike the energy 
and welfare of its inhabitants, and the due development of its 
natural resources. No attention is paid to the means of land 
communication, and the roads are in such a neglected state as 
to be nearly impassable, so that all carriage or waggon traffic is 
out of the question, and the produce of the country has to be 
transported down to the coast by the tedious and expensive 
process of loading it on the shoulders of the natives, the Govern- 
ment requiring a certain number from each village to be placed 
at the disposal of the authorities for that arduous service, 
which has so exaspernted and disgusted the natives, that rather 
than submit any longer to such tyranny, large numbers have 
quitted their homes for ever, preferring to retire’ to the moun- 
tains and the jungles beyond the reach of their task-masters. 
Under these circumstances small coasting vessels are employed 
to carry provisions and keep up the communication between 
the principal town and the different outposts ; though it would 
not be difficult to makeand keep in repair roads throughout the 
island, as there is an abundant supply of gravite for materials, 
and the surface of the country generally, and with very few 
exceptional chains of rocky mountains, offers no engineering 
difficulties to be surmounted by art. The produce of the gold 
might become an object of importance, and be not only self- 
supporting, but afford a considerable profit if undertaken by 
scientific persons, and worked with the appliances of modern 
inventions and improvements. The island contains, moreover, 
rich iron ores, the iron made from which is of very superior 
quality. Pure rock-crystal is found in large quantities em- 
bedded in the quartz, which might be used in the manufacture 
of glass, whilst it is not unlikely, judging from the analogy be- 
tween the natural features of the island, and those of the mining 
districts of Borneo, that diamonds abound to a considerable 
extent, Excellent fuel is to be found in the inexhaustible beds 
of lignites or fossil wood, and in several of the marshy valleys 
turf may be cut in any quantity. 

The vegetation is peculiarly rich and varied, the island being 
celebrated for its many and valuable descriptions of wood. The 
immense and beautiful circular table slabs, formed of one single 
horizontal slice of a gigantic tree, the wood of which is hard 
and takes a brilliant polish, are much esteemed and in request 
for exportation. Amongst the most valuable trees are forests 
of ebony, iron-wood, emballo, teak, and the red wood called 
Hoju ringas, The djatti tree, so common in Java and Sumatra, 
is comparatively scarce in Banca, Attempts have been made 
to introduce the tectonia grandis, but without much success ; 
there are, however, large forests of different sorts of oak, 
Amongst the palm-trees indigenous to the soil the Nipa and the 
Nipong are mostly esteemed. In the jungles ratans are more 
common than bamboo. 

Tho general surface of the country may be called wavy or 
undulating, large and elevated mountains being very few. The 
highest peak on Banka is that called Maras, near the Bay of 
Klabat, in the northern part of the island, calculated by Dutch 
naval officers to be 3,000 feet above the level of the sea. 
Manopin or Menumbing, a mountain in tke north-west district, 
at the foot of which is built the town of Muntock, is distin- 
guished for its picturesque groups of granite peaks. All the 
mountains are clothed with verdure to their very suramit, many 
of them even with the Casuarina, the tropical representative of 
our northern needle-leafed trees, 

For the most part the coast is low and swampy, bat densely 
covered with forests of mangrove. With but few exceptions 
where rocks project into deep water, the sea recedes gradually 
and the coast is fringed with fine sand of dazzling whiteness, 
composed of pulverised coral and shells. The usual clearness 
of the sea is destroyed at the mouth of the rivers for many 
miles by the water discharged being discoloured to a deep tan 
colour, probably resulting from the decomposition of vegetable 
matter washed down during their course. 

Among the valuable shells found along the beach, that of the 
scalaria vera is greatly esteemed. The sea abounds with deli- 
cious fish of all kinds, amongst which those in greatest request 
are the kakap, lidda, and ikan kuissi. The natives are in 
deadly fear of the crocodiles (of the species C. biporcatua), which 
are frequently twenty fect long, and so voracious that they often 
attack the natives whilst peaceably fishing in their canoes, 

In the forests are found several descriptions of snakes, many 
of which are poisonous, such as the python, and there are also 
flying or winged serpents. Large scolopenders and scorpions 
abound in the chinks of old wood. Gigautic spiders spread 
their nets between tho branches of the forest trees, and there 
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are myriads of ants and termites. The butterflies are not dis- 
tinguished for their beauty or brilliant colours; the largest 
species is the Atlas, aud then the Memnon, Morpho, Phidippus, 
‘Vanessa Arsinos, Nymphalis Apatarina, Merope, Dansis, Juventa 
and Hegesippa ; Noctua, Pasiphas and Deltoides, 

The native animals and birds are not numerous, The former 
are represented by three species of deer and two of pigs, with a 
few monkeys. The birds are confined to snipes, woodcocks, 
herons, and others that frequent marshy places, whilst the 
forests abound with several species of pigeons, many of which 
have the most varied and dazzling plumage; among the latter 
are the beautiful green pigeons, as well as the columba rosacea 
and C. jamba. 


‘The native inhabitants of Banka are believed to belong to the 
Batta race, with whom they have a striking similarity, both in 
outward appearance and mode of life. Formerly Banka was an 
appurtenance of the Crown of Matjapahit, and at a later period 
belonged to the Princes of Palembang, and has thus been sub- 
ject for conturies to Javanese and Malay influence. On the dis- 
covery of the tin ores, for which the island is so celebrated, in 
the year 1709, the Chinese were attracted to the spot, and they 
now constitute a full third of the whole population, At the 
beginning of the present century the inhabitants were succes- 
sively visited with various direful calamities, such as civil war, 
attacks from pirates, starvation from the failure of the crops, 
and various diseases, especially typhus and small-pox, which 
committed great ravages and decimated the population ; but since 
1817-the numbers are on the increase, and they are at present 
estimated at 50,000 in round numbers. 


Banka is divided into nine districts, which are under the 
civil jurisdiction of a Dutch resident, who is also military com- 
mandant of the island. The districts are Muntock, Jebus, Blinju, 
Sungiliat, Marawang, Bankal; 1g, Toboalie, Koba, and Sungi- 
selan, The natives being of a peaceful disposition, but few 
troops are required to keep them in order, and the whole 
military force consists only of a battalion of about five hundred 
men, with some artillerymen for duty at the small redoubts 
that are erected in the principal towns. The neighbouring sea 
is more dangerous than the land, being much infested by pirates, 
who are unusually enterprising, bold, and cruel, The Dutch 
have therefore some armed prauws to keep them in check, be- 
sides a few Government steamers that continually cruise off the 
island, The mail steamer which runs twice a month between 
Batavia and Singapore necessarily paswes by the island and 
touches at Muntock on,each trip up and down, to land and ship 
the mails and passengers. 


Hiterature. 


The prospectus of a valuable work has just been issued, en- ~ 
titled “ Results of a Scientific Mission to India and High Asia,” 
by H. A. and R. de Schlagintweit (Traber and Co.) The two 
surviving brothers, Hermann and Robert Schlangintweit, have 
now been for two years engaged in its preparation, which, com- 
prehending as it will the results of three years’ laborious and 
successful travels, will, doubtless, prove of the greatest interest. 
to the scientific world. The work will be in nine volumes, 
with an atlas in three, and the completion of the issue is ex- 
pected to take throo years. To Messrs. Trubner and Co. wa 
are also indebted for the first volume of Dr. Legge’s work, “The 
Chinese Classics,” which is to be completed in seven volumea. 
The printing of the volume is the work of Chinese workmen 
in Hong Kong, and reflects great credit on them. 

The Du Chaillu controversy is not yet exhausted. In the 
Atheneum Dr. Gray publishes a reply to M. Du Chaillu’s recent 
explanation concerning the alleged discrepancy of dates in his 
work, charging him with directly contradicting facts in his own 
book. It is obvious that the interest and curiosity of readera 
do not diminish—the work baving reached its tenth thousand. 
Meanwhile, the following conclusive answer has appeared in 
Punch :—

From Messrs, Ward and Lock we have received a very 
valuable little volume, which all overland travellers will do well 
to purchase, It is entitled, “ Hints to Travellers by the Over- 
land Route to India, Australia, and China.” Nothing can be 
more complete than this cheap but useful manual. In a very 
lively, genial manner all the points of interest connected with 
the route are described, while at the same time that minute 
and practical information is afforded which the traveller finds 
80 useful, 

“Macmillan’s Magazine” for this month contains a clever 
but decidedly “strong” article on “The American Crisis.” 
From the same publishers we have also received Nos. 1, 2, and 
3 of “Tracts for Priests and People.” The first, Religio Laice, 
is by Thomas Hughes, whose “ Tom Brown at Oxford,” by the 
way, will be concluded in the July number of the “ Magazine.” 
The second, by the Rev. F. D. Maurice, is entitled, “The Mote 
and the Beam,” and may be regarded as a homily on “Essays 
and Reviews,” or rather on the effects which the publication of 
that work has produced. The third is by the Rev. Francis 
Garden, and is entitled, “The Atonement as a Fact and os a 
Theory.” 


Japan, the Amoor, and the Pacific ; with notices of other places 
comprised in @ voyage of circumnavigation in the Juperial 
Russian corvette “ Rynda” in 1858-60. By Henry Arthur 
Tilley. 1861. Swith, Elder, and Co, 

Happy the man who, like Mr, Tilley, is free to accomplish a 
pleasure voyage round the world. Happy the man who, like 
him, can enjoy thoroughly, and describe with artistic craft, 
every curious sight, and each strange incident he met with on 
histravels. We can well imagine the glee with which the 
authdr of this lively volume must have received the unexpected 
invitation to sail in a Russian man-of-war on a two years’ voy- 
age, and though only two days were allowed him to prepare his 
outfit and te bid adieu to kith and kin, we are not sur- 
prised to learn that he was ready to start for Paris on the 
second night, and that on the third day he was passing through 
Brittany on his way to Brest. There he was welcomed by Com- 
modore Popoff, the commander of a little Russian squadron, 
consisting of two corvettes, mounting eleven guns each, and a 
clipper gunboat. Their destination was the Amoor river, but 
the commodore had liberty to touch at whatever ports he 
pleased, and it was his pleasure to touch dt a good many. We 
do not propose accompanying Mr. Tilley and his companions to 
every spot which they visited or explored before reaching Japan. 
On that country the main interest of the book is centered, 
and there our readers will find, as we have found, that an hour 
or two may be passed very agreeably in Mr. Tilley’s company. 

In one reapect Mr, Tilley is unfortunate. The Bishop of 
Victoria bas been in the field before him, and what cap the 
man do that cometh after the king? Dr. Smith’s “ Ten 
Weeks in Japan,” altogether belies its unassuming title, 
and may be regarded as the most satisfactory work ou 
the country ever written by an Englishman. Having 
read that volume so recently, it is difficult despite of 
Dogberry’s assertion, to avoid o comparison between the 
travellers, especially since they necessarily touch on s0 
many common points of interest. We must confess 
that we should not care to consult Mr. Tilley on any 
of those serious topics which arise out of our recent treaty 
with Japan. The view he takes of our commercial relations 
with the country is superficial, and, as we believe, unsound, and 
the remarks he casually drops on Missionary labours savour of 
ignorance and indifference. The only advantage Mr. Tilley can 
discover from the opening of Japan is that our ships will be 
able to refit and victual in safety at the different ports. The 
only suggestion he can throw out with regard to Missionary 
enterprise is, that it should be confined to one denomination of 
Christiaus ; whether Pupist or Puritan matters not in his eyes 
so that the two do not clash. But it is not necessary to en- 
dorse Mr. Tilley’s opivions in order to enjoy the record of his 
travels. If we caunot accept all his views, we can at least 
relish his descriptions of Japanese life and customs. In these 
descriptions Mr, Tilley has an eye to picturesque effect, and in- 
dulges legitimately enough in a little innocent word-painting, 
yet we do not detect any important exaggeration, and we ac- 
cept his narrative os an agreeable aud amusing addition to 
Anglo-Japanese literature. 








Mr. Tilley agrees with the Bishop of Victoria and with every 
man who is familiar with the two races, that the Japanese 
greatly surpass John Chinaman in intellectual vigour as well as 
in physical development. Tho ardour with which the natives 
of Japan labour to acquire knowledge is extraordinary in a 
country which is under the sway of stereotyped customs and 
despotic lawa, If it were possible fully to study the conati- 
tution under which the Japanese live and have lived for 
ages, we might perhapa find the secret of this ano- 
maly; as it is, we can only read the riddle by the 
presumption that the inherent vitality of the race is too 
strong to be destroyed by what Mr. Tilley terms “the most 
absolute despotism that has ever existed.” The people are all 
able to read and write, the bonzes being the chief instructors, 
and the author affirms that in Japan literature is as common, 
and books are as widely circulated and much cheaper even than 
in Germany. This to an Englishman seems even stranger than 
the assertion;recently made by Mr. Marryat that Copenhagen is 
8 more literary city than Edinburgh. Singular, too, it is to see 
how willing and, indeed, anxious the people are to gain know- 
ledge from Europeans, and to apply it to practical purposes. 
On medicine, natural history, and other important subjects, 
they not only have numberless works of their own, but also 
cause translations to be made from the writings of Europeans. 
At the same time “all are eager to understand the language of 
the Western stranger, and to reap every possible advantage 
from his presence.” Japanese art possesses a strong affinity to 
that of the Chinese; there is in both the same curious and 
delicate workmanship, the same manifestation of patient labour, 
the same lack of imagination, the same disregard of what we 
consider the rules of good taste. Yet in many respects the 
Japanese are a-head of their rivals, and we ourselves need not 
be ashamed to gather suggestions from them. Now, for in- 
stance, that the paper duty is repealed, it would not be unwise - 
of some enterprising speculator to study the art which they 
have brought to such marvellous perfection, and to take out @ 
patent for paper umbrellas, and paper great coats, We do not 
recommend their windows of oiled paper, yet it would be worth 
while to know how they fix it on the frames with a glue which 
is insoluble in water. In their persons the Japanese, although 
they use no soap, are among the cleanest people in the world ; 
yet strange to say, while showing an almost Dutch aversion to 
dirt within their houses, they will allow the most noxious refuse 
to collect together on the outside. Of their moral impurity 
Mr, Tilley gives much the same account as the Bishop of 
Victoria, but he evidently takes a much more lenient view of 
it. Indeed, in one place he speaks of the naked modesty of 
Japan, and affects to regard the Japanese as unsophisticated - 
children of nature. Yet his description, somewhat too minute 
perhaps, of the tea houses, and divers other particulars in which 
he indulges, prove that so far from being innocent, the natives 
of Japan are, as Dr. Smith declares them to be, the most 
licentious people in the world. , 

In conclusion, we must own that whatever may be the short- 
comings of Mr. Tilley’s work, it is one likely to meet with many 
readers, since it has the great charm which overpowers a num- 
ber of defects, of being vivacious, picturesque, aud amusing.

GAS FOR HONG KONG. . ‘ 
We mentioned in our last that a company was in formation 
for the purpose of erecting gasworks, and singularly enough 
the last China mail brings us the following strong call for this 
commodity :— 

“ We are in fact behind the time: we want gas! Our eyes are at length 
‘opened to this fact, and for all the benefit they derive from the present 
antiquated plan of lighting with oil, we might just as well close them, We 
enunciate no very original idea when we say, that in order to have gas, we 
must have a gas company —at least that is the form of producing and con- 
trolling this element, which has hitherto been found to be, commercially, 
the most convenient. Here we have the money and the enterprise, and 
not so far away we may find the materials and the little skill needed to 
manage them. Ifthe community determine to introduce gas into the colony, 
little more remains to be done. No doubt many of us consider we get on 
very well with oil —a fine, subdued, mellow light ! No worry about it—the 
enclies manage all that. “Then there isthe trouble with gus; boys mould 
be continually letting it escape, or ips, viewing it as a pleasant per- 
fame, they might always be biying thelr handkerchiefs to the jet and 
turning it on—in fact, it woul tt turn the existing state of affairs upside 
down ; perhaps even the Josses might frown on such an innovation, and 
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~ all the domestics strike work. Well, these are all considerations ; but to 
cur view they are only so many cobwebs to be swept away. Let gas once 
bo introduced, and the present clumsy lighting apparatus will be sent into 
our lumber cellars. The evening atmosphere of sitting-room or boudoir 
will no longer be tainted with an ever-present sickly, noisome, smell of 
cil; no suspicion of filthy smoke will longer haunt the domestic firma- 
ment; no regular breaking of globes and funnels will rank among the 
minor anno; “of life. By such an exchange we should obtain 
brightly-lit streets for the present thief-inviting slums; radisint chandeliers 
for three or four smoky moderators ; in a word, light for darkness, glad- 
ness for gloom. This is all the more urgent a consideration, seeing that, 
unlike such countries as England, we have throughout ‘the whole year, 
long, long evenings. Every argument that could be employed in favour 
of gas at home is of double weight here, since we have twice the amount of 
ness. There if, of course, in the commencement of such an under- 
taking, some little expense to be encountered. | We must lay down Pipes 
and somebody must paythe “ piper.” But surely, with # community li 
that of Hong Kong, that difficulty is not insurmountable; and we com- 
mend this scheme to the attention of the public; not so much ab something 
new, but as something that must come some day, and ought to be taken 
up now. The simple form of doing the work by a company, with shares 
that are within the reach of all (say $100 each), appears td be the most 
feasible method of setting about it.

Monetary an¥ Conunereial, 


‘The last Bank of England returns show that the position of 
the Bank is steadily becoming stronger. There hasbeen an ad- 
dition to its resources both under;the head of Deposits and of 
Securities, the latter having matured to some extent, and the 
void not having been filled up by the commercial demand, the 
reserve of notes has accordingly increased more than half a mil- 
lion, The addition to the Coin and Bullion is likewise conside- 
rable, notwithstanding the continued shipments to America, 

The Money Market Review says:—“The Discount Market 
has not experienced any alteration of striking import- 
ance. The market must be expected to continue rather 
tight until the quarter is turned, and the mercan- 

ile engagements maturing in the first week in July 
tare met. Considering the contraction of trade which is 
taking place in all directions, and the fact that, notwithstanding 
the drain to America, gold is accumulating in the Bank, there is 
an impression that the money market will then become easier, 
aod thet a reduction will take place im the rate of discount, 
which, at present, remains at the Bank of England at 6 per 
cont.” : 

Public funds have been particularly dull, Consols ranging at 
893 to 90 (ex dividend). Yesterday there was an increased 
dulness, owing to expected sales being effected by the insurance 
Offices, to meet the losses incurred by the great fire in Tooley- 
street, which are estimated at nearly £2,000,000, The 8,000 
tasks of tallow were insured at £200,000. Other articles con-. 
sisted of hemp, cotton, rice, tea, and saltpetre. 

The Southern States of America propose to withdraw all 
the paper currency of the Confederate States, and to substi- 
tute a currency of Confederate State bonds of as low a deno- 
mination as $20. The amount of such Confederate currency 
is to be determined by the amount of cotton, tobacco, rice, and 
sugar which planters and others may place in the hands of the 
authorities. When tho independence of the Confederate States 
shall have been recognised the project is to ship the produce on 
account of the Confederate Government, and on the returns of 
the shipments being made, to cancel an equal amount of bonds 
in circulation, The old currency, it is argued, might then be 
restored, if deemed advisable, and trade would fall into its ac- 
customed channels, This remains to be seen, and is, of course, 
open to considerable doubt. 

In the midst of the torrent of yituperation poured out 
against England by the journalists and letter-writers of the 
United States, a most satisfactory exception may be cited in 
the case of the New York Commercial Advertiser, the oldest 
evening paper in that city. It has had several logical articles 
on the question of privatecring and belligerent rights. The 
failure has been announced of Messrs, Sampson and ‘Tappan, 
East India merchants, of Boston ; and of Messrs. Waldo, 
Barry, and Co., a dry goods house at New York. Both firms 
held a good position, and the liabilities are considerable. 

On the difficulties of our position with the Dis-United States 
the Economist illustrates the following as probable to occasion a

Messages can now be sent from London through Russia to 
China, tho route being to Kasan, thence vid Kiachta to Peking 
either by post or by Estafette from Kasan to Kiachta, and 
thence to Peking. The charges are as follows :—A message of 
twenty words to Kasan, £1. 2s.; Kasan to Kiachta, twenty- 
three days’ post, and to Pekin, fourteen days, 8s. If sent by 
Estafette, the time saved will be eight days, but the expense 
increased by £26.

Tea.—We have but little feature of interest to report during the past 
fortni ht, The trade have bought only to supply immediate requirements, 
and at about previous prices for those kinds in demand.- For other de- 
scriptions the firmness of holders has prevented any reduction irr prices, 
but they are with didiculty supported. Latterly the dulness has been in- 
creased by the large quantity advertised for sale ‘on the 25th snd 27th 
inst., amounting to 42,000 packages, of which 6,200 are for sale without 
reserve. At the great fire at Cotton's Wharf from 20 to 30,000 packages 
of Tea are reported to be destroyed ; a large portion believed to be Tay- 
shan Congous. In low and fair togood Common Congous business has 
been very limited, The latter we quote 11d. to 114d. per Ib. ; Common 
to fair flavoury kinds under 1s. Sd. per Ib. continue difficult of sale, also 
Common to fair Ho Hows. Good Ning Chows and second class Moning 
and Wopaks have met with a fair inquiry, and sales bare been to « mode~ 
vate extent at previous prices.

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THE CHINA POSTAL SERVICE. 


DEPOTATION TO THE CHANCELLOR OF THE EXCHEQUER. 

On the Sth inst. a deputation of merchants, bankers, and others interested 
in the Chinese and Australian trade, waited upon the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, at his official residence in Downing-street, for the purpose of 
urging upon itm the necessity of continuing the bimonthly potal service 
to China. 

Among the deputation there were Mr. S. Grezwon, M.P., Chairman 
of the East India and China Association; Mr. Walter Buchanan, M.P., 
Mr. W. Nicol, M.P., Mr. Harvey Lewis, M.P., Mr. James Youl, 
Deputy Chairman of the Australian Association; Mr. J. Mackinnon, secre- 
Pas to the above association; Mr. Andrew Henderson (Messrs. Dent, 
Palmer and_Co.), Mr. [.

}BBGSON introduced the deputation, and said that as a copy of the 
memorial had been sent to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and had been 
readand considered by him, he would not read it then, but he hoped they 
would receive ‘@ favourable answer to their application. There was one 
point that he (the Chancellor of the Exchequer) did not seem to be very 
Clear upon, and that was the £12,000 a-year for the postal service. The 
whole of that amount would not be required, for as the intercourse between 
China and this country increased it would be reduced ; but considering 
the ntages England derived from the China trade, it would not be too 
much if the nation had to pay the whole of it. When they (the deputa- 
tion) applied to the Chancellor of the Exchequer before, they thought that ; 
the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Company might reduce their rate of 
charges, but they had since ascertained from them that they were not ia- 
clined to make sy reduction. They had that morning received a despatch 
from Russia that the Tai pings were nearer Pekin than ever they had 
been, and likewise that the Emperor of China was dying; and therefore 
to cut them off from communication with China now would be 
@ great inconvenience to trade. He was aware that the question of cost 
was a great one, and that every item was of importance to the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, considering the expenses of the nation; but when they 
had heard that within the last few nights the House of Commons had voted 
rey large sums of money for things of much less importance than that | 

nder consideration, he thought the Government might continue the 
postal service they were asking. England at present received about five 
‘aillions and a-half a year in produce from China, and there was yet the 
whole of the north of that country to be opened to our trade, and, there- 
fore, rather than decrease the direct postal communication in that direction, 
they ought to increase it to once a week. The directors, therefore, hoped 
that the direct intercourse with China would be kept up. 

Mr. Buctanan said be had a memorial to present from the Chamber | 
of Commerce of Glasgow, in which they showed that their interests were | 
not confined to China, but extended to the Straits. The mails for Chioa | 
took other mails than those for Hong Kong, for they included those from 
Foo Chow and other places. Letters were sent from all parts to Hong 
Kong as a central point, from which they could be despntched to this 
country and if the Goremment broke up that central point by taking 
away the second mail, branch mails that might arrive at that place just 
after the departure of the main one would be detained there a whole 
month, and that was a matter of great importance to merchants in that part 
of the world. 

‘The Cuancettor of the Excarquen said they must consider that 
the memorial was, in effect, ani application for a new subsidy. There was 
originally a fortaighty service to’ Hong Kong, but that was commuted to 
a monthly one to. Shanghai, andthe Government paid for the monthly 
service to Shanghai as much as for the fortnightly one to Hong Kong. 
In 1859 the Peninsular and Oriental Company made a claim on the 
Government for an increase of the subsidy on political grounds, apart 
from commerce, and last autumn it was consi They would observe 
from what he hed said that their spplication was strictly a claim for a new 
subsidy, and so they must be pleased to consider it, the Government 
paying for Sbangbai the same as for Hong Kong. Then came the con- 
Bi ion of the cost, and from his experience he could say that the cost 
to the Government would not be far from the net amount they might: 

Pay. Toascertain what that would be the fortnightly mail must be debited 
with the excess of the expense over what the monthly mail cost,aad on the 
other hand it would have to be credited with a fair proportion of the re- 
ceipts from the mails it brought. With rd 1 the increase in the 
correspondence with China neither he nor the Post-office authorities could 
see that there had been aa increase. Well, then, they must see that it 
was a very delicate case to give subsidies on grounds not strictly postal, 
and they ‘must consider the public scandal that might attach to the Go- 
vernment that would do so. He did not mean to allude to one that was 
now before a Committee of the House of Commons, but they must con- 
sider that if once they began the system it would open the door to great 
scandal. Some few years ago they were giving subsidies to such au ex- 
tent that if they had not put a to them they would be now paying 
four millions and a half a-year. It had been said that an increase in the 
rate of might obviate the difficulty, but he was not prepared to give 
va opinion onit. He should like the deputation to consider the question

Mr Bucuasan reroarked that. the information’given ia the House of 
Commons on the previous evening was that the Government had no 
knowledge either of the advance of the Tai-pings on Peking or of the 
Emperor's iliness, but that information was in all the China papers. 

‘The Caancettor of the ExcHEquer said the Government had no 
knowledge of it, neither had they any information of the surrender of 
Tien-tsin. 

Mr. Gneason said it was only in the China papers that they had teen 
it, and they had come to hand only yesterday. 

The Cuancettor of the Excuequen then suggested that they should 
talk the matter over amongst themselves, and see what they could suggest, 
and then Mr. Gregson could communicate to him on their behalf. 

Mr. Greoson asked whether the Chancellor of the Exchequer could 
give him any idea of what the postage would be. :

Mr. Grecsow would like to know what would be likely to be the 
amount of the increased postage, whether one and a-balf the present 
charge or double. 

The Cuancetior of tha, Excurquer said that was entirely a ques 
tion for them. He would advise them to consider what they would be 





viling to pay, and then conelt the Posmastet-General ss to what would 
be the cost of the working of the service. 
Mr. Bucuanan did not know that would be any consideration 


with the merchants, they were a wealthy class, and did not look to the cost 
of postage. 

The Cuancexton said if they liked he would write to the Postmaiter- 
General and ask him in what shape a practicable proposition could be 
made to him, and then he would write to them on the subject. 

Mr. Parr thought the Chancellor of the Exchequer had not had 
time to consider the indirect advantages of postal communication, for 
where there were facilities for correspondence the trade of the country 
would always expand. 

The Cuancettor of the Excagquer said he fully appreciated the 
importance of the mail service and the effect it had in developing com- 
merce, but they must admit that if the Government were not careful to 
confine their subsidies to postal claims alone it would open the door for 
innumerable claims and perhaps abuses. 

Tt was eventually arranged that Mr. Gladstone's last suggestion should 
be carried out, and that when he heard from the Postmaster-(teneral in 
reply to his communication, he would write to Mr. Gregson, who would 
continue the correspondence on behalf of the deputation and their consti- 
tuents. The sieryie® was, on the whole, cowadered satisfectory, the 
right hon. gentleman having throughout shown the greatest desire to meet 
the wants and wishes of the China and Australian merchants. 

‘The deputation thanked the Chancellor of the Exchequer for the kind 
and courteous reception he had given them and then retired, promising to 
carry out his recommendations.
